14.  We  desire  to  record  our  thanks  to  the  Hon.  Consulting  and 
Hon.  Medical  Staffs  for  the  readiness  with  which  they  have  devoted 
their  skill  and  time  to  the  service  of  the  Hospital,  and  desire  to 
assure  them  of  the  gratitude  of  the  patients  for  whom  they  have 
laboured  so  untiringly. 

We  also  acknowledge  the  assistance  we  have  received  from  well- 
known  Charities,  and  we  are  not  unmindful  of  the  good  service  of 
those  who  have  used  their  kindly  influence  to  bring  our  needs  to 
the  notice  of  their  Charities.  We  particularly  record  our  thanks 
for  the  kindly  assistance  of  Mr.  J.  Montague  Haslip,  B.A.,  J.P., 
whose  interest  in  St.  John’s  during  the  past  year  has  been  so 
valuable.
